The 
Commission respon ed so fivorably to the design that it 
offered its whole hearted endorsement. 


It seems to me time ms honored the judgment of both 
CIA and the Commission. fowr building is inceed esthetics ily 
one of the gost excitiag uni stimulating of our Federal 
buildings, enhance: ag it .= by the areservation of the 
exterior surroundings. 


Muring my visit to CiA ia 1965 i was impresseu by the 
resulta of the continuing concern of the Agency to maintain 
and enhance the interlor of the building. Mr. Atherton has 
told me of his recent visit there and that these efforts 
have not abated. 


The establishment of 4 pleasing oni interesting environ- 
ment is important, I feel. not only in iuiman terms, but also 
becauee it is in the long run aore econumical--only if ve 
have pride will we respec: ani take care of our environment.
